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Two killed, six 
Injured in crash 


TWO American airmen 
killed in a road crash 
will be remembered at a 
special ceremony at the 
Lakenheath base to¬ 
morrow. 

The memorial ceremony 
in the base chapel will 
honour Staff Sgt Mark 
Stephany, 24, and Senior 
Airman Daniel Addabbo, 23, 
who died in a two-car 
collision on the A1101 road 
at Icklingham, near Milden- 
hall, on Saturday 

The pair were pronounced 
dead at 8.40pm an hour after the 
crash which involved a green 
BMW and a Nissan Primera. 

Six other people were injured 
and a passenger in the second car 
is still in a critical condition. One 
of the cars overturned in the 
crash. 

Two of their colleagues Senior 
Airman Joseph Mann and Airman 
First Class Joseph Ross, who were 
also in the green BMW, were 
injured in the accident. 

One of the dead men is 
understood to have been driving 
the car when it collided with the 
blue Nissan, carrying four people, 
three of whom were initially 
reported as being in a critical 
condition by hospital officials. 

A two-year-old boy who was 
sitting in the back of the Nissan 
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received minor injuries. 

The two other airmen are in a 
stable condition. 

The two dead men were 
members of the base’s 48th 
Aircraft Maintenance Squadron. 

Col Jay Silveria, 48th Fighter 
Wing commander, said: “We 
extend our heartfelt condolences 
to the families and friends of 
Sergeant Stephany and Senior 
Airman Addabbo. 

“This loss is a significant one 
for their families, our Liberty Wing 
family, and the United States Air 
Force.” 

Base chiefs have said that driver 
training would be reviewed in the 
light of the crash. 

All new arrivals at the base 
already have to undergo training 
to help them adapt to driving in 
Britain and familiarise themselves 
with the country’s driving laws. 

The training was previously 
revised several years ago after a 
spate of crashes involving 
American service personnel and 
civilians. 

The latest crash happened at 
7.20pm on Saturday on die AJ JOJ 
and police are appealing for 
anyone who witnessed the acci¬ 
dent to contact Pc 508 Jason 
Lambourne at Suffolk Police on

Green group goes wild with nature ramble 


QUAKING grass and bloody 
cranesbill were spotted on a nature 
ramble organised by the Go Wild in 
Newmarket group.

very well. We were very pleased 
with the turn-out. Every time we 
organise something we seem to get 
more people coming along.” 

Go Wild in Newmarket is 
working with the Green Light Trust 
to create community owned wild 
spaces and pockets of woodland for 
townspeople to enjoy, and to give 
children a chance to grow wild 
plants and learn about biodiversity.

Britain’s oldest 
mum home safe 


A SUFFOLK business¬ 
woman has become Brit¬ 
ain’s oldest mum after 
giving birth at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital. 

Elizabeth Adeney, 66, arrived 
back at her Lidgate home on 
Monday evening following the 
birth of a 51b 3oz boy by Caes¬ 
arean section after secretly 
checking into the Cambridge 
maternity unit. 

She has reportedly named the 
child Jolyon which means 
“young at heart”. 

Divorcee Mrs Adeney is the 
managing director of Delmore, a 
slipper factory in Mildenhall. 

On Thursday a worker at the 
firm said he had not been up¬ 
dated about his boss’ condition 
but it was reported that mother 
and son were doing “extremely 
well” and continuing to be mon¬ 
itored by specialist doctors. 

The operation, on Tuesday last 
week, is believed to have been 
brought forward by a day after 
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Mrs Adeney started suffering 
from complications, but the 
pregnancy is thought to have 
continued almost to full term. 

This week her car was outside 
her house with a baby seat in it. 

But Mrs Adeney refused to 
discuss the birth of her first child 
with the media. A hospital 
spokesman said: “She has told us 
that she wants no publicity.” 

Mrs Adeney, who turns 67 in 
July, has taken the oldest mum 
title from Patti Farant, of Sussex, 
who gave birth to a son at the 
age of 62 three years ago. 

The world’s oldest mother is 
believed to be an Indian woman 
who gave birth aged 70 last year. 

Mrs Adeney is reported to 
have received IVF treatment at a 
clinic in the Ukraine, as UK 
clinics refuse to treat women 
over 50. 

She told the Sunday Mirror. “I 


don’t have to defend what I have 
done. It’s between me and my 
baby and no-one else. It’s a very 
private thing and I don’t expect 
anyone else to understand it.” 

The world’s first IVF clinic was 
Bourn Hall, near Cambridge. 

Mike Macnamee, its chief 
executive, said Mrs Adeney 
would not have been eligible for 
IVF treatment at Bourn Hall due 
to increased health risks, the 
rights of the child, and the 
ethical position of staff. 

But he said: “I’m glad to hear 
that it seems mother and baby 
are doing well. There are always 
exceptional cases and this app¬ 
ears to be a very lucky outcome.” 

She has turned a room in her 
home into a nursery and is said 
to have hired a live-in nanny. 

She was previously married to 
Robert Adeney, now 71 and the 
former chairman of London 
luxury leather company Swaine 
Adeney Brigg and Sons, but the 
couple did not have children. 


Purse snatchers 

A WOMAN in her 70s had her 
purse stolen while browsing in a 
card shop. 

The purse, worth more than 
£100 with its contents, was 
taken from the woman’s bag 
while she was in Card Factory 
in Newmarket’s Guineas 
shopping centre. 

She is the latest victim in a 
spate of purse thefts - mainly 
from elderly women - in the 
town. Police have issued 
warnings to shoppers to keep 
purses secure at all times.

Among those set to accompany him 
some of die way are television presenter 
Gabby Logan and her rugby star 
husband Kenny, Olympic swimmer 
Mark Foster, National Hunt champion 
Tony McCoy and author filly Cooper. 

Bookmaker Paddy Power has vowed 
to pay out 10,000 guineas to Richard’s 
nominated charities if he finishes the 
final mile at Newmarket racecourse on 
Darley July Cup day, July 10. 

The charities to benefit are Spinal 
Research, Racing Welfare, the Alzheim¬ 
er’s Society and children’s charity Sparks. 

The original challenge, completed for 
a bet of 1,000 guineas in 1809 by Captain 
Barclay Allardice, was described at the 
time as one of the greatest human feats. 

Richard, who has previously 
completed a charity walk to the South 
Pole, said: “My South Pole expedition 
last year was tough, but this might take 
it to a completely different level. Forty- 
two days with very little sleep could 
drive me to breaking point, but we’ve set 
ourselves an ambitious fundraising 
target... and that’s what this is about.” 

Young thugs fire 
bomb play area 

VANDALS have been condemned for 
trying to fire-bomb a play area. 

Hooligans threw bottles filled with 
petrol at the play area in Freshfields, 
Newmarket, but they did not explode 
and no damage was caused - apart from 
leaving broken glass and fuel scattered 
across the ground.

She said monthly surgeries 
would be held in the council’s 
Memorial Hall offices on the 
first Saturdays in September, 
October and November from 
9.30am to 11.30am. 

“We hope these surgeries 
will be welcomed by our 
residents, and if successful will 
become a regular feature 
throughout the year,” she said. 

Cllr Bailey said she was 
proud and honoured by her 
appointment. 


Mystery teen blamed 
for meat cleaver attack 


A MAN accused of a 
meat cleaver attack 
which left the victim with 
serious head injuries has 
claimed that a teenager 
was responsible instead. 

Thomas Frankham, 44, is on 
trial with his two brothers 
accused of attempted murder 
at a Newmarket gypsy funeral. 

But he told Ipswich Crown 
Court he had not dealt the 
blow which left 38-year-old 
Michael Willett, his former 
brother-in-law, with a six-inch 
gash to his head, instead 
blaming a 17, or 18-year-old 
youth who was with the 
funeral party. 

But he told the court he 
would not name the youngster. 

He said teenagers at the fun¬ 
eral, on fune 4 last year, armed 
themselves because they heard 
that a rival gang of armed men 
was waiting for them. 

He told the court that Mr 
Willett had intended to 
provoke a fight and had a gang 
of armed men waiting at the 
Waggon and Horses pub in 
Newmarket to “butcher” mem¬ 
bers of the Frankham family. 


Frankham, of Cranleigh, Sur¬ 
rey, said: “Every gypsy in Eng¬ 
land knows that I didn’t do it.” 

He and his brothers Robert 
Frankham, 45, of Watford, 
Hertfordshire, and Sam Frank¬ 
ham, 41, of Eastriggs, Scotland, 
deny attempted murder and 
wounding with intent to inflict 
grievous bodily harm. 

Giving evidence in the fourth 
week of the trial, Thomas 
Frankham, said he head¬ 
butted Mr Willett after he was 
pushed. 

Mr Willett, of Grantham, 
Lincolnshire, was detained in 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with 
multiple skull fractures as well 
as the gash to his head. He left 
hospital after several days to 
recover at home. 

Prosecutor Matthew Gowen 
told the jury that the attack 
was the result of “bad blood” 
between the Frankham and 
Willett families. 

Thomas Frankham confirm¬ 
ed that relations between the 
two families had been poor 
and they had not spoken to 
each other for 17 years. 

The trial continues.

WARTIME memories were recalled on 
Sunday when Dame Vera Lynn unveiled a 
plaque dedicated to RAF bomber crews 
who flew from bases in the region more 
than 60 years ago. 

The “Forces’ Sweetheart” - now 92 - 
visited Mildenhall Museum where a 
plaque dedicated to crews of Stirling 
bombers has been installed. 


The memorial was organised by the 
Stirling Aircraft Society, of which she is 
patron, and the ceremony included senior 
RAF officers and an honour guard from 
the nearby US Air Force base. 

The four-engined Stirling, which flew 
Second World War bombing missions 
from Mildenhall airfield, also operated 
from a number of Cambridgeshire bases. 


The plane was the RAF’s first four- 
engined heavy bomber. But it was 
overshadowed by the Lancaster, which 
was made famous by the “Dambusters” 
raid. 


for planning row duo 


TWO councillors are facing a 
disciplinary panel hearing over 
their involvement in a planning 
application made by the son of 
one of them. 

Forest Heath councillors Terry Waters 
and lohn McGhee are due to face the 
Adjudication Panel for England. No date 
has yet been set for the hearing, but it is 
expected to be in September. 

It follows the censure of the district 
council more than a year ago by the 
Local Government Ombudsman which 
found there had been maladmin¬ 
istration in the way an application for 
planning permission by Cllr Waters’ son 
lames was handled. 

The council accepted the Ombuds¬ 
man’s ruling that the granting of 
permission to build eight houses on a 
wildlife site at Beck Row, near Milden¬ 
hall, had “an appearance of bias and 
favouritism”. 

The council also accepted a rec¬ 
ommendation to pay £1,000 each to two 
residents who complained about the 
decision. 

The issue was referred to the 
Standards Board for England which 
concluded its investigation last month 
after nearly 18 months and decided to 
pass it on to the Adjudication Panel for 
England for a tribunal hearing.

The Standards Board eliminated a 
former councillor, Robert Newman, 
from its consideration of the issues and 
he will face no further action. 

Cllrs Waters and McGhee maintain 
that they did nothing wrong. 

Planning permission was granted by 
planning committee members - against 
the advice of planning officers and 
despite opposition from neighbours. 

Cllr Waters was not at the meeting 
where the decision was taken. 

Cllr McGhee was vice-chairman of 
the district council at the time that the 
Ombudsman’s ruling was announced. 
He would normally have expected to 
have moved up to become chairman of 
the council the following year, but he 
stood down to save the council any 
embarrassment. 

An Adjudication Panel tribunal can 
suspend or disqualify councillors for up 
to five years. The tribunal can also 
censure a councillor and make them 
apologise or take part in a conciliation 
process. 

Cllr McGhee said: “I’m looking 
forward to proving myself innocent.” 

Cllr Waters was out of the country and 
could not be contacted.

£30k fine for hotel’s 
filthy kitchen horror

A HOTEL chain has 
been fined £30,000 for 
putting its diners at risk 
with some of the worst 
kitchen conditions 
environmental health 
experts had come 
across. 

Shocked inspectors who 
visited Mildenhall’s Riverside 
Hotel, in Mill Street, on 
January 24, 2008, found the 
kitchen floor had not been 
cleaned, a filthy oven and an 
open waste bin next to 
cooking utensils. 

Photographs of the con¬ 
ditions were shown to mag¬ 
istrates at Bury St Edmunds 
as the firm was prosecuted 
by Forest Heath District 
Council. 

In addition to the fines, the 
company was ordered to pay 
£8,000 costs to the council. 

The hotel owners, Oxford 
Hotels and Inns 
Management Ltd, admitted 
six food hygiene offences 
and one charge of selling 
unsafe food. 

The court heard that 23

items of food were seized by 
council inspectors. 

Andrew Newman, environ¬ 
mental health manager at 
the council, said after the 
hearing: “This was one of the 
worst cases we’ve seen in a 
long time. 

“We will not tolerate poor 
food hygiene practices of 
this nature and will continue 
to enforce in such cases to 
protect the community. 

“The case illustrates Forest 
Heath District Council's 
robust and effective inspec¬ 
tion and enforcement pol¬ 


icies and involved a huge 
amount of work by environ¬ 
mental health service off¬ 
icers.” 

After the court hearing 
Mark Edwards, managing 
director of Oxford Hotels and 
Inns, said: “We accept the 
decision made by the court. 

“We would like to stress to 
our customers that this was 
an isolated incident almost 
two years ago caused by a 
local management failing 
and following a 
comprehensive internal 
investigation, swift and 


decisive action has already 
been taken against those 
found to be responsible. 

“Food safety and hygiene 
is of utmost importance to 
us and strict guidelines and 
procedures are implemented 
at all times. 

“We have been working 
closely with the relevant 
authorities to review all of 
our processes and as a result, 
have made further improve¬ 
ments to the already 
rigorous monitoring and 
audit measures in place at 
the hotel.”

Childmindei's fears 
of council closure

A CHILDMINDER fears 
her 30-year care service 
could be “closed down” 
by a council’s demand 
that she gets planning 
permission for a change 
of use of her home. 

Shirley Mingay has been 
handed an enforcement 
notice by Forest Heath District 
Council ordering her to stop 
using her Moulton home for 
childminding without council 
consent. 

The issue arose after a 
neighbour complained about 
parents bringing children to 
her home in St Peters Avenue 
from 5am. 

Mrs Mingay, 58, has been a 
childminder for 30 years and 
has lived at her current home 
for about four years. 

She said: “This all started as 
a silly complaint. I’ve had the 
environmental health people 
down to check for noise poll¬ 
ution and they’ve found there 
isn’t any.” 

She was later warned by the 
council’s planning depart¬ 
ment that she needed per¬ 
mission for a change of use. 

Currently children are 
brought to her home from 
5am because some of her 
clients work in Newmarket’s 
racing industry where there is 
an early start at stables. 

But she said the council 
planners had indicated that 
her operating hours might 
have to be cut so that children 
did not arrive until 7.30am. 

Mrs Mingay, who is reg¬ 
istered with Government ins¬ 
pection body Ofsted, said: 
“Parents can’t find anyone 
who will take their children 
from the time I do and I’m not 
prepared to stop doing it. 

“We really provide a service 
for the village.” 



But a council spokeswoman 
said: “We have really spent a 
long time trying to work with 
her, but she does require 
planning permission for a 
change of use. 

“We are obliged to take 
action after there has been a 
complaint. 

“After some lengthy neg¬ 
otiations with her we had no 
option but to serve an en¬ 
forcement notice. She has the 
option of either applying for 
planning permission or app¬ 
ealing against the enforce¬ 
ment notice. 

“We have spent some time 
trying to find a positive 
outcome. Serving the enforce¬ 
ment notice was the last 
resort.”

MR in clash over 
A11 dualling work

A POLITICAL row has 
broken out over long- 
awaited improvements 
to a busy trunk road. 

Conservative MP Richard 
Spring has accused Liberal 
Democrat councillor Tim 
Huggan of putting the entire 
project to finish turning the 
All into a dual carriageway at 
risk with his “cheap shot 
politics”. 

Funding has been allocated 
for the work on the last nine- 
mile stretch of single carriage¬ 
way north of the Fiveways 
roundabout at Barton Mills. 

But Mr Spring fears it could 
be delayed if a public inquiry is 
prompted by objections. 

Cllr Huggan said he has not 
formally objected to the prop¬ 
osal but merely raised con¬ 
cerns shared by councillors 
from Mr Spring’s party that it 
did not include the rep¬ 
lacement of a roundabout with 
a “grade separated” junction. 

Mr Spring, who has been a 
staunch supporter of the 
campaign to improve the road, 
said he was worried that any 
delay to the work could lead to 
the scheme being halted. 

He said: “I haven’t had a

party political row like this in 
my 17 years as an MP. This 
cheap-shot politics could 
possibly destroy the whole 
project. I can’t say how angry I 
am.” 

He warned that a public 
inquiry could delay the start of 
work until next spring when a 
general election may be called. 

Mr Spring said he and 
Charles Clarke, Labour MP for 
Norwich South, had been 
working together to get the 
road improvements carried 
out as quickly as possible to 
stop the toll of death and 
serious injury crashes. 

“Neither I nor Charles Clarke 
feel confident that an incom¬ 


ing Government would retain 
the project,” said Mr Spring. 

He said Highways Agency 
suggestions to modify the 
roundabout to cope with 
increased traffic flow would 
address some concerns. 

In the longer-term there are 
proposals for diverting the All 
east of its present line at Barton 
Mills with a new junction. 

Cllr Huggan, who represents 
Barton Mills on Forest Heath 
District Council, responded by 
accusing Mr Spring of “playing 
silly political games with a road 
safety issue seemingly for 
electoral gain”. 

Writing in his blog he added: 
“It’s interesting to see that Mr 
Spring appears to say I have 
more power as a local coun¬ 
cillor than Mr Spring has sway 
at Westminster at the moment. 

“My primary concern is the 
safety of residents and the daily 
hazard they face in crossing 
the All and the congestion 
they face at Fiveways on a 
regular basis. Surely I would 
have failed as a local rep¬ 
resentative if I didn’t reflect 
their concerns? 

He said he did not object to 
the dualling of the All and 
said Conservative councillors 
Rona Burt and Colin Noble had 
expressed similar concerns 
about the roundabout. 


Crackdown hassles 
‘rogue traders’ 

A SUFFOLK police operation against 
alleged rogue traders has uncovered 
evidence of more than 200 crimes. 

A 40-year-old man from Cambridge 
was among five people arrested 
during Operation Hassle carried out 
across the county. 

Fie was arrested in Lowestoft on 
suspicion of fraud by failure to 
disclose information. Fie was 
released on bail to return to 
Lowestoft police station on June 24. 
The operation also uncovered a 
number of offences against trading 
standards and benefits regulations. 
Insp Ben Cook, of Suffolk police, 
said: “Operation Hassle aimed to 
show our commitment to cracking 
down on those who prey on the 
vulnerable and elderly through 
doorstep crime. 

“We want everyone to know we will 
continue to work with our partners to 
tackle anyone who believes that cold 
calling or deceiving people is an easy 
way to make a profit.” 

Fie appealed for people to call police 
immediately if they were visited by a 
bogus caller or rogue trader.

YOUNG women who 
request emergency 
contraception from a 
pharmacy are to be 
automatically offered a 
chlamydia screening kit. 

It is part of a new 
service from NHS 
Suffolk to reduce the 
number of people with 
the infection. 

Anyone under the age 
of 25 who asks for free 
emergency contracept¬ 
ion will be given a 
screening kit to check 
whether they have the 
sexually transmitted 
infection. 

Dr Amanda Jones, 
deputy director of public 
health at NHS Suffolk, 
which funds the Suffolk 
chlamydia screening 
programme, said: “We 
are encouraging sexually 
active young people 


under the age of 25 to 
find out if they have 
chlamydia and to take a 
test every year. 

“By making the test 
available through phar¬ 
macies, we hope more 
young people will check 
themselves for chlamy¬ 
dia, a sexually trans¬ 
mitted infection which 
often gives no signs or 
symptoms and can lead 
to long term problems 
such as infertility.” 

Estimates show that 
one in 10 sexually active 
young people may have 
chlamydia - but most 
people will not know 
they have the infection 
as there may be no signs 
or symptoms.

Latest swine flu case on mend 


THE latest victim of swine flu in 
Cambridgeshire has recovered. 

The new case brought the 
county’s total to four and the 
overall UK total to 184. 

Officials at the Health Prot¬ 
ection Agency said the case had 
been confirmed on Saturday 
last week, but the patient had 
recovered. They refused to say 
where the case had been or give 
any details about the patient. 


Dr Liz Robin, director of 
public health for Cambridge¬ 
shire, said: “The case of swine 
flu that was announced by the 
Health Protection Agency at the 
weekend has been investigated 
and has now been confirmed as 
a ‘sporadic’ case of transmission 
in the community. This means 
that all four cases of swine flu in 
Cambridgeshire are confirmed 
as ‘sporadic’.”

Barking West takes up fight for 
right over might with Winslows 


H E’S played the King of 
England, Winston Churchill 
and even God but, for his 
latest role, Timothy West is 
switching sides and lending his 
trademark bark to an ordinary 
man’s fight against the 
Establishment in courtroom 
classic The Winslow Boy. 

Based on the true story of a young 
cadet who was expelled from naval college 
after being falsely accused of stealing a 
five-shilling postal order, Terence Rattigan’s 
acclaimed drama has rarely been out of 
production since its 1946 debut. But, 
according to West - who, as the boy’s 
father, takes up cudgels against the college, 
the Admiralty and the Crown itself in the 
pursuit of justice - it can scarcely have 
been more relevant than it is in 2009. 

“We’re already feeling a bit out of love 
with our administration, aren’t we?” muses 
West. “So this, the story of one man’s 
battle against the juggernaut of government 
and authority, is perfect. Every so often 
things happen in real life that make it 
apposite for the moment.” 

As well as being an engrossing legal 
and human drama, The Winslow Boy 
serves as a ringing cri de coeur for the 
rights of the little man when faced with the 
intransigence of a powerful elite. 

“Rattigan is saying that, if you close 
your eyes to the details of private, 
individual life, the world is being made a 
worse place,” says West. “You can’t lose 
the idea of private idealism without losing

something very, very important.” 

As Arthur Winslow, the bank manager- 
turned-unwitting social reformer, West 
gives full flight to the traits that have made 
him one of Britain’s best-loved character 
actors - at times spiky and irascible (no- 
one does irascible quite like West, the only 
actor I know who can set his eyebrows at 
right angles to each other), at others warm, 
generous and funny. 

“He’s a thoughtful man and he runs his 
family with the idea you should think,” says 
West. “It doesn’t matter what you think 
about, as long as you think. 

“He’s quite terse with people but there’s 
a great love to him. I think he’s a 
fascinating character.” 

Despite making his stage debut in the 
1950s, West insists he still relishes 
heading out on tour, even if it means living 
out of a suitcase for months at a time. 

“I love it. I love it. It’s pretty well my 
favourite way of spending time. I love 
playing in regional places, partly because 
it’s an identifiable audience. You meet the 
audience in the pub or at the bus stop or in 
the fish shop, which in London you don’t - 
you never know who the hell they are. And 
that means a lot to me. 

“I’ve always found regional audiences 
very appreciative when necessary, and 
critical when not. They’ve seen a bit of 
everything, so they really know what’s 
what. That’s very much true of the 
Cambridge Arts.” 

One notable aspect of The Winslow Boy 
is the manner in which it signals, in West’s 


words, “the death of a lot of Edwardian 
values”. Indeed, in the original case, it was 
Edward VII himself who famously received 
the family’s petition and declared “Let Right 
Be Done”. So there’s a certain pleasing 
symmetry to the fact that the same 
whiskery monarch is one of the roles with 
which Timothy West will forever be 
associated, thanks to his starring role in 
1975’s acclaimed television biopic. 

“It was a great pleasure to do, partly 
because you don’t nowadays get the 
chance to play somebody of that age - 
rather earlier than I should have done,” he 
admits. “I played him up to his death at 69, 
over 13 hours. That’s a bit of a privilege, 
which doesn’t happen very often any 
more, I’m afraid.” 

Over the past half-century, West’s stage 
and screen successes have ranged from 
ruthless self-made businessman Bradley 
Hardacre in ITV sitcom Brass to Britain’s 
celebrated war leader in Churchill and the 
Generals. Recently, he even took on the 
daddy of all roles, playing God in a radio 
comedy series by Andy Hamilton. So how, 
exactly, does one approach playing the 
Lord of All Creation? 

“I played him a bit cross,” he says. “A 
bit tetchy.” 

Well of course he did. God bless 
Timothy West.

GARDENING 


Manicured gardens 
‘are out of fashion’ 


G ardeners are likely to 
return to native 
plants that give value 
for money, with an 
emphasis on low-cost 
options and a merge of 
vegetables within the 
flower border. 

So says Andrew Duff, director of 
garden design courses at Inchbald 
School of Garden Design 
( www.inchbald.co.uk ) who toured 
Chelsea with me last week to 
point out the trends we are likely 
to be seeing in the coming year. 

“Next year is going to be much 
fluffier, but in a naturalistic way,” 
he says. 

“Our native species need 
shouting about - we’ll see more of 
the viburnum, the oak and other 
plants which attract wildlife. We 
may still see manicured touches, 
but using native species.” 

Colours will be moody - fewer 
brilliant colours, more blood reds 
and blacks, he predicts. Deep 
purple irises and blood-red 
aquilegias were the prevalent 
plants at Chelsea, while alliums, 
dahlias and tulips were not. 

“People are only using things 
that are tried and trusted. They 
don’t want to splash out on 
designs that are going to be 
temporary. People are playing it 
quite safe. Now is not the time to 
make a mistake. They want cool, 
calm and subtle,” Duff says. 

“Fashion has gone into the 80s, 
with shoulder pads and colours, 
and maybe gardens will start to 
come that way in the end. At 
Chelsea I was expecting moody 
blacks and greys but I also

expected some big wow-factor 
fluorescent colours like oranges, 
which is what is happening in 
fashion - but not in the garden. 

“But we are much more 
conscious about what materials 
we are using. Now we will see a 
bigger sweep of British natives 
coming in. 

“There’s a lot of black - black 
walls, black fencing, black grasses 
- which is great for our grey skies. 
And there are some lovely blood 
reds. Black gives a great deal of 
depth to a small space. In a small 
garden it can be really effective.” 

People are going to be growing 
more plants from seed because of 
the ongoing “grow your own” 
campaign and the economic 
climate, he predicts. 

“Mixing the vegetables in the 
border is really nice. It can work 
well. Space is at a premium and 
this is a good compromise, so you 
can have something pretty and 
have vegetables.” 

The grassy, fluffy foliage of 
fennel works beautifully in flower 
borders, adding texture and 
movement, while the deep foliage 
of other vegetables can provide a 
good contrast in the flower 
border, along with pretty 


flowering herbs such as chives and 
thyme. 

Ultimately, our gardens will 
reflect the release from the current 
stranglehold of the recession. 

“Gone are the days of carefully 
manicured gardens,” Duff says. 
“There’s a more rough and ready 
approach, a return to allowing 
things to look slightly out of place. 
Our houses have become very 
ordered and structured, and the 
garden will give us a release from 
that.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH: 

Armeria (Thrift/Sea pink) 

This pretty, dainty perennial, 
often found in seaside gardens, 
brightens up any border or 
rockery at this time of year, with 
pink, red or white flowerheads 
topping grass-like, densely-packed 
leaves. Thrift, which grows only to 
around eight inches (20cm) in 
height, looks great at the front of 
dry and sunny borders, is drought 
tolerant, long-flowering and 
makes an ideal edging plant. 

Our native variety, A maritima, 
flowers from May to July and you 
can have different colours if you 
choose a named variety such as 
“Alba” (white), “Laucheana” (rich 
pink) or “Bloodstone” (dark red). 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT: 

Globe artichoke 

As trends move towards 
ornamental edibles, make a space 
in your garden for globe 
artichokes, which sit as easily in 
the flower border as they do in the 
vegetable patch. The bit you eat is 
the base of the mature flower bud, 
which can be braised in stock, 
although I prefer to boiled them 
and then eat the fleshy part of the 
overlapping leaves dipped in 
vinaigrette before getting to the 
artichoke heart. They need a 
sunny, sheltered site with well- 
drained, moisture-retentive soil to 
which plenty of organic matter has 
been added. They can be bought 
as small, pot-grown plants, seeds 
or offsets and need to be grown 
three-foot (90cm) apart, or spaced 
in a flower border. Take off any 
flower heads produced in the first 
year. They crop best in their 
second and third years, after 
which they can be discarded. 

Weed and water plants well, 
especially during dry spells. If you 
only want one big flower head, 
remove side shoots on each stem. 
When harvesting in May and June, 
cut the immature flower heads 
with secateurs just above a leaf 
junction, before the scales start to 
open, or they will become tough. 

THREE WAYS TO: 

Prevent tomato problems. 

J. To help prevent late blight - 
the most common problem - grow 
tomato plants under cover and 
don’t leave unharvested potatoes 
in the soil as they can infect 
subsequent crops. You can also 
use a copper-based fungicide as a 
preventative spray. 

2. Water your tomato plants 
regularly to prevent blossom-end 
rot and fruit splitting. 

3. Remove sideshoots regularly 
as the plant grows to ensure it 
remains healthy and crops well.

NISSAN’S 350Z sports car had a 
dream start in life, writes Iain 
Dooley: critically acclaimed and 
embraced by the buying public, 
the compact coupe possessed all 
the right attributes. 

The same appears to be happening 
again with the, wait for it, 370Z. 
However, despite the risks involved, 
Nissan has taken a brave pill: this 
second album equivalent is not 
simply more of the same but an 
altogether more upbeat compilation. 

Dodgy music references aside, the 
370Z has been designed to deliver all 
that was great about the 350Z but in a 
slightly smaller, more concentrated 
package. If the older car was viewed 
as something for everyone, this new 
model has been devised to appeal to 
the more discerning enthusiast. 

Don’t confuse this approach with 
being elitist, though. The 370Z hasn’t 
been designed to exclude sections of 
the buying public, only leave the 
surplus weight and fat behind plus 
add a little dash of clever technology 
for good measure. 

Progress in the intervening years 
has led to a demand for more power. 
So, the 370Z comes with a 3.7-litre V6 


- up from the 350Z’s 3.5-litre lump. 
The result is 331bhp, 5.4 seconds 
from rest to 62mph and a 155mph 
top speed. 

Then there’s the car’s size, which is 
instantly noticeable as being smaller 
than the 350Z. It’s 100mm shorter in 
the wheelbase in a bid to increase 
agility and driver enjoyment. This 
wide, squat stance is perfectly in tune 
with the car’s more aggressive nose 
and stubby rear end. 

Along with less in the length 
department, the engineers have 
managed to keep the car’s weight 
down - always the scourge of 
performance motoring - despite the 
increase in safety kit and comforts. 

For many the default choice will be 
the six-speed manual gearbox. The 
unit’s hefty gearshift action is full of 
feel yet short of throw, allowing 
positive, confidence-inspiring gear 
shifts at a pace you can dictate. 
There’s also the car’s Syncro Rev 
Control (available on GT Pack and GT 
Ultimate grades) which mimics the 
classic heel-and-toe action by 
matching the engine revs when you 
change down. It’s a great addition - 
even for experienced drivers - and 


certainly smoothes out the process. 
And, of course, you can turn it off. 

For the first time for UK buyers you 
also get the choice of a seven-speed 
auto gearbox, complete with paddle 
shifters. This, too, includes a throttle 
blip for the downchange, and 
gearchanges are always predictable 
and smooth. 

Electronic trickery aside, the 370Z’s 
main focus is on entertaining and 
flattering you. And it’s a job it does 
extremely well. That 3.7-litre V6 is 
willing and tuneful, never short of 
puff. The inclusion of a limited slip 
differential for this rear-wheel drive 
car lets you to corner with 
confidence and have fun at the same 
time - if you know what you’re doing.

RACING: EPSOM SHOWPIECE WILL BE POIGNANT AFTER DEATH OF LEGEND 


Piggott leads praise for ‘greatest’ O’Brien 


LESTER Piggott led the tributes to 
legendary racehorse trainer 
Vincent O’Brien, who has died 
aged 92. 

Widely acknowledge as the 
greatest trainer of all time, O’Brien 
passed away at his home in 
Straffan, Co Kildare, Ireland. 

O’Brien secured 16 English and 
27 Irish Classic victories, 25 Royal 
Ascot wins and 23 Cheltenham 
Festival successes during an 
amazing career which spanned 51 
years. He was voted both greatest 
National Hunt trainer and greatest 
Flat trainer of the 20th century. 

O’Brien claimed six Derby wins, 
and Piggott was on board four of 
those horses - Sir Ivor (1968), 
Nijinsky (1970), Roberto (1972) and 
The Minstrel (1977). 

“Vincent’s attention to detail was 
to be seen everywhere at 
Ballydoyle, and he wanted to 
operate at the level where he could 
get to know each individual animal 


as closely as was humanly 
possible,” said Piggott. 

“Everything he did was geared to 
keeping his horses happy and 
relaxed at home so that they would 
perform to their full potential on 
the racecourse, and the results 
speak for themselves. 

“There’s really no argument. 
Vincent was the greatest.” 

O’Brien began training in 1943 
and quickly graduated from 
winning moderate races to sending 
out the likes of Cottage Rake to win 
the Irish Cesarewitch, the 
Leopardstown Chase, the King 
George VI Chase and three 
Cheltenham Gold Cups. 

The trainer also masterminded 
the career of triple Champion 
Hurdle winner Hatton’s Grace 
before buying the Ballydoyle yard 
in 1951 from where he sent out 
Early Mist, Royal Tan and Quare 
Times to win consecutive Grand 
Nationals. However, O’Brien

eventually switched his attention 
to the Flat. 

It is set to be a poignant Investec 
Derby on Saturday, given the 
trainer’s glittering association with 
the Classic. There will be six 
runners in the Epsom race from the 
Ballydoyle yard he established - 


Fame And Glory, Golden Sword, Rip 
Van Winkle, Masterofthehorse, Age 
Of Aquarius and Black Bear Island. 

Opposing them will be Debussy, 
saddled by Newmarket trainer lohn 
Gosden, who worked as an 
assistant to O’Brien in the 1970s. 

He said: “We don’t use the word 
lightly when we say he is one of the 
legends of racing. Grand Nationals, 
Cheltenham Gold Cups, Champion 
Hurdles, the Derby, the Guineas, he 
did it all. 

“I was lucky enough to be his 
assistant during a golden era. He 
opened up the world of 
international racing as well as 
bloodstock, through the 35 years of 
the Northern Dancer line. 

“We will see the fruits of his 
labour in the Derby on Saturday.” 

The field is completed by Gan 
Amhras, See The Stars, Crowded 
House, Godolphin’s Kite Wood, 
William Haggas’ South Easter and 
Montaff. 


Bell’s Sariska 
is In fine fettle 



SARISKA delighted connections in her 
final workout ahead of the Investec 
Oaks at Epsom on Friday. 

Her big-race jockey Jamie Spencer was 
in the saddle as the daughter of Pivotal 
did everything right in the spin with a 
stable companion. 

The Michael Bell-trained filly leapt to 
favouritism for the Classic following her 
convincing victory in the Musidora 
Stakes at York last month and is 
generally available at 5-2. 

“She had a gentle pipe-opener just to 
show us that she’s well and she did 
everything she was asked to do,” said 
Hugo Lascelles, racing advisor to owner 
Lady Bamford. 

“It was just a piece of work to tell us if 
she’s fit and ticking over and everything 
was fine. We just hope the ground is 
going to be safe.” 

While Sariska is likely to be favourite, 
there would surely be no more popular 
winner than Henry Cecil’s Midday as the 
10-time champion trainer has his eyes 
on yet more Classic glory. 

After emerging from his spell in the 
doldrums with Light Shift’s victory in the 
race in 2007, he has has begun to work 
his way back up to his rightful place in 
the trainer’s championship. 

Light Shift’s win took Cecil’s Oaks tally 
to eight, and while he may still have 
some way to go to match the 12 won by 
Robert Robson in the 19th Century, 
hopes are high Midday has all the 
credentials to get the flag fluttering 
above Warren Place again.

on the dam’s side,” said Teddy 
Grimthorpe, racing manager for 
Midday’s owner, Prince Khalid Abdullah. 

“She handled Lingfield well. She is in 
good nick and has been around Epsom 
when she was second to Debussy. Henry 
is positive. She is very straightforward 
and genuine, with a bit of class.” 

Rainbow View bombed badly when 
sent off odds-on for the 1000 Guineas, 
but her trainer John Gosden believes 
that was down to the fast ground. 

She exercised at Epsom’s “Breakfast 
With The Stars” with her stable 
companion Expresso Star and looked in 
fine fettle. 

“She has done two nice pieces of work 
recently when she has gone five or six 
lengths clear of the lead horse,” said 
Gosden. “She is in great nick and we are 
excited to come here.” 

The other runners are Sir Michael 
Stoute’s Phillipina, Aidan O’Brien’s 
Perfect Truth, Jim Bolger’s Oh Goodness 
Me, High Heeled, The Miniver Rose, 
Tottie and Clive Brittain’s Wadaat and 
Nashmiah. 
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Huff stays 
upbeat after 
pain in Spain 

ROB Huff’s hopes of winning the World 
Touring Car Championship suffered a 
heavy blow after a disappointing weekend 
in Valencia. 

The Red Lodge driver had been in 
excellent form going into the weekend’s 
races, but there was to be no repeat of the 
jubilant celebrations at Marrakech and 
Pau, where Huff enjoyed two wins and 
two third-place finishes. 

Instead, he and his Chevrolet team were 
left to contemplate the sobering reality 
that the SEATs’ diesel engine continues to 
give them a massive advantage, while the 
BMWs also remain a significant threat. 

Victories went to Yvan Muller and 
Augusto Farfus, of SEAT and BMW 
respectively, while Andy Priaulx’s fourth 
place in the second race pushed Huff 
down to fifth in the overall standings, 25 
points behind leader Muller. 

But Huff remains optimistic he can get 
back into contention.
